In  consequence  of  an  amendment  to  the  law  granting  State  Aid  to 
the  families  of  soldiers,  passed  in  March  last,  striking  out  the  words 
"to  relieve  actual  distress,"  together  with  instructions  from  the  Adju- 
tant General  that  "liberality  to  the  extent  of  the  law  should  be  ex- 
ercised in  aiding  families  of  volunteers,"  the  amount  disbursed  in 
1863  has  been  much  larger  than  that  of  the  preceding  ten  months. 
The  amount  paid  from  January  1,  1863,  to  January  1,  1864,  was  six 
Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and  Seventy  Dollars  and  Thirty-five  Cents, 
($6870.35.)  We  have  forwarded  a  bill  for  this  amount  to  the  Gov- 
ernor and  Council,  according  to  law. 

In  addition  to  this  amount,  the  preceding  board,  in  January  and 
February  of  last  year,  paid  fifty-two  dollars  ($52)  to  the  families  of 
soldiers  in  the  regular  army,  (engineers  and  sappers  and  miners,)  un- 
aware that  the  law  did  not  contemplate  furnishing  State  Aid  to  fami- 
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lies  of  soldiers  in  the  regular  service,  and  this  sum  has  not  been  includ- 
ed in  the  account  rendered  to  the  State,  and  must  be  added  to  the  con- 
tingent expenses  of  the  town.
